Aud  uimn  these  grounds 
I  call  upon  the  honest  und  mteiligeat  elec- 
tors m  tiiis  county,  without  diatinction  of 
party,  to  assist,  by  electing  mo  as  a  sup- 
pjiter  of  the  deiJoucherviile  t»«verument, 
in  btiuffing  about  that  rctrencnmeut 
necevsiry  to  save  us  irom  bankruptcy 
and  heavy  direct  taxation  to  which  we 
were  surely  aud  rapidly  drifting.

the  strikce  of  the  mill  men  last  autumn,  i 
give  that  staieineut  my  most  unqualified  de* 
uiul.  1  never  eigue.l  any  sucn  document 
nor  tooK  any  part  in  invoking  tiie  aid  of  the 
military.  1^'ar  tiom  bein^oppused  totlie  work* 
ing  men.  lim  andtiave  always  been  their  tin- 
cere  friend  ami  it  elected  will  do  everything 
in  my  nouer  to  promote  their  intereai-s,  aim 
wilt  assist  in  repealing  the  barraaHing  law 
passed  by  the  Mercier  Government,  and 
supported  by  the  vole  of  our  late  represen- 
tative. J  mean  the  law  which  allows  tne 
lioiy.uru  of  unearned  wages,  and  obligee  who 
•imploy^  r  lo  go  every  month  to  com  t  to  make 
a  new  declaration  so  long  as  the  ilefeudatit 
remain  in  t)is  employ,  anu  the  debt  aud  costs 
am  not  entirely  satistied.
